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Canada Needs Population 

Although the resulis of the census of Canada taken in June last have not 
yet been officially announced, sufficient information is available to establish 
the fact that the figures of population are going to prove highly disappointing 
to those people who, basing their calculations on the yearly return of immi- 
grants entering the Dominion, had expectations of seeing a very substantial 
increase in the, number of people in Canada. ' 

Fach recurring decennial census in Canada brings the samie disappoint: 
ment. Between one census and the next, hundreds of thousands, yes, mil- 
lions of immigrants are reported as having entered the Dominion. The vital 
statistics likewise report the fact that the number of births exceed deaths 
by many more hundreds of thousands. Yet when the census is taken the 
people which are supposed to be here, and presumably ought to be here, are 
not in evidence. They came here but they have disappeared. The question 
which demands an answer is: Where have they gone, ahd why? : 

The Canadian Council of Agriculture, which has been giving some study 
to this problem, in a statement recently made public, points out that, accord- 
ing to the returns of the Department of Immigration, no less than 1,812,836 
immigrants came to this country between April 1, 1911, and March 31, 1921, 
which corresponds with the census period; also that during this same period 
births in Canada exceeded deaths by 1,140,000. In other words, that from 
these two sources there should be.an increase in Canada’s population of 
2,952,836, which would bring the 191l.census of population of 7,206,643 up to 
10,159,479 in-1921, As a matter of fact it is now confidently predicted that 
the census of 1921 will not show nine million people, and possibly not many 
more than 8,500,000. 

On all sides the statement is heard that Canada needs a larger population; 
that the future of its railways, the ability to carry and ultimately pay off 
the huge national debt, depends upon the -development of its natural re- 
sources, and that such development can only be brought about by a large 
influx of people to do the necessary work. The need for a strong, aggressive 
immigration folicy is, therefore, urged. True, there are a few voices raised 
in opposition to such a policy, but they are in a minority. 

The writer of this column agrees that such an immigration policy is 
necessary, and that Canada’s efforts to secure settlers of the right type should 
not be spasmodic, but permanent, well organized and continuous. But in 
the light of past immigration returns, reports of vital Statistics, and census 
takings, it is apparent that something more than getting people to come to 
Canada is needed. The adoption of policies that will keep them here seems 
to be required above everything else. | * 

If Canada cannot retain its native-born sons and daughters it is idle to 
expect new people to come and stay here. Clearly there is something wrong 
somewhere. If our native-born had remained at home, and if we had retain- 
ed the large percentage of incoming immigrants during the past quarter of a 
century, Canada’s population today would be double what it is, and, like 
compound interest, the future increase would be rapid. 

Party politics can find no place for discussion in this column. There 
are plenty of forums for the discussion of such politics, but this is not one of 
them. But policies in the broad meaning of the term—that Is, the science 
and business of government as distinct from party organization, shibboloths 
and particular policies—have a proper place here. In fact, no good citizen 
or true patriot can properly neglect them, 

It is our conviction, then, that while Canada does need the most wide- 
awake, progressive and aggressive immigration policy that can possibly be de 
vised, and that full advantage should now be taken of the opportunity which 
presents itself throughout the world owing to the desire of millions of people 
to emigrate from the old -world countries, the first step in the framing of 
Canada’s immigration policy should be a determination of the causes of the 
drift of people away from Canada, native-born and immigrants. 

There is a cause for it, or a combination of causes. The cause should 
be ascertainable, and once ascertained it ought to be possible to apply a 
remedy and remove the cause. Every manufacturer, financier, railway 
operator, merchant, professional man, artizan and farmer is interested, and 
vitally interested in this problem. The application of the needed remedy 
might upset many preconceived ideas and destroy long accepted and time 
honored policies. But what of it, if those ideas and policies are the cause 
of Canatla’s loss? - ‘ 

Suppose somé cherished policy of the manufacturers on the one hand, or 
the farmers on the other hand, had to go by the board, would they not both 
be the gainers by adding millions to the population? Imagine what it would 
mean to Canada’s manufacturers today if all the immigrants and native-born 
between 1911 and 1921 were in Canada now. What a domestic market in 
which to sell their goods. And what a relief in taxation, and in improved 
facilities for the farmer would result if the Dominion’s population was _ be- 
tween ten and fifteen millions instead of less than nine millfons! _ 

The need of population is Canada’s greatest need. It is the outstanding 
national issue. In it is bound up all other issues and through its solution 
practically all other problems will be solved.

Therefore, the Red Cross calls 
upon all whole-hearted citizens, irre- 
spective of nationality, religious be- 
lief, profession, or social rank, to 
join, as far as lies in their power in 
a systematic campaign against that 
Spirit of war, which is a constant 
menace to the world’s peace. 

During five years, millions of men 
were killed or mutilated. ~ Today, 
thousands of ex-soldiers or prisoners 
at last set free bear indélible marks 
of bodily and mental suffering. , All 
of them believed that the genera- 
tions to come would reap the fruits 


national life, Which would be more 
brotherly, franker and more full. 

Instead, disorder and uncertainty, 
distrust and greed, hatred and the 
threat of fresh quarrels are re-ap- 
pearing throughout the world. The 
spirit of war, unconquered, reigns 
supreme, Its sinister influenge is 
evident. It inspires lines of policy 
and press campaigns, which lead 
public opinion astray. and embitters 
the economic competition among na- 
| tions. 
| During the terrible years of the 
recent war, superhuman efforts were 

required of the different nations. In 

order to inspire such  sacrifiges, a 
‘supreme reward— was promised— 
namely, the annihilation Of this 
Same spirit of war, which is a peril

| their fellows, by bringing into the 
daily life the 4ndividual light of a 
justices which is to be in all the 
world for all the time. : 

This true internationalism cannot 
be attained without the active and 
intimate cooperation of govern- 
ments, parliaments, voluntary organ- 
| izations, the press, the clergy, and 
above all, National Red Cross So-

McDowell, speaking recently 
the Chicago section of .the 
American Chemical Society, made 
the following among other state- 
ments, which Canadian farmers 
would do well to ponder: 

“The explosion of the huge chemi- 
cal works at Oppau, where fertilizers 
were made through the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen, has demonstrated 
to the world the great resources for 
replenishing the richness of her fields 
which Germany had at hand. 

‘Although our country is 15 times 
as large as Germany,” said Mr. Me- 
Dowell, “we produce only the same 
amount of barley and not quite twice 
as much oats. Germany produces six 
times as many potatoes @nd 12 times 
as much rice. When the war broke 
out, Germany had’ five millions of 
farms, averaging 15 acres, and we 
had 6,340,000 farms, averaging 138 
acres. These German farms produc- 
ed 40 per cent. more wheat, rye, bar- 
oats and potatoes, taken together, 
than we produced. Within the last 
30 years Germany has increased her 
yield per capita from 15 to 29 bushels, 
while the United Stqtes increased 
from 14 to 16. Germany increased 
her per acre yleld of wheat from 19 to 
80 bushels; the United States from 18 
to 15 bushels. Germany increased 
the yield of barley from 24 to 39 bus- 
hels; the United States from 24 to 
24.3 bushels. With only one-fifteenth 
of the land area, Germany shows an 
agricultural efficiency of about six 
times that of the United States. 

“We are at the present time on trial 
in our United States agricultufe,” con- 
tinued Mr. McDowell. “With a sparse 

population and a broad area of un- 
cultivated land, a nation can choose 
between extensive and intensive agri- 

“culture, but with a densely populated 

country there can be no choice. The 
intensive method must be followed. 
We of the United States have been a 
wasteful people. We have had too 
much land and have moved from 
State to State in search of the more 
fertile spots of land, and neglected to 
maintain the producing power of our 
conquered area. 

“Large populations and low crop 
vields,” added the speaker, ‘‘do not go 
together. In this country our popula- 
tion is rapidly growing and we must 
more fully utilize nature’s stores in 

future development. Ottr popu- 
lation is increasing and our lands at 
the same time are being depleted. 
Our ditches are all lImed with the 
fertility of our farms that they were 
dug to drain From our rivers we 
lose annually 500,000,000 tons of fer- 
tility, thereby* diminishing produc- 
tivity at a rapid rate. Our sewer 
pipes are takitig from our farms 50,-

Mr. F. C. Whitman, vice-president of 
the Historical Association of Anna- 
polis Royal, presented the third tablet, 
the inscription on which is as follows: 


This tablet, erected A.D, 1921, un- 
der the auspices of the Historical As- 
sociation of Annapolis Royal, com- 
memorates the one bundredth ~anni- 
versary of the arrival in this town of 
Thomas Chandler, Haliburton, who 
lived here eight years and began in 


this place his great career in Law, 
Literature and Public Life. 

In the evening there was an open 
meeting of the Hostorical Societies in 
the Bijou Theatre, beginning at: 8 
o'clock sharp, and a band concert in 
the Fort, beginning about the same 
hour. 

At the méeting in the theatre the 
Hon. Justice Chisholm, president of 
the Nova Scotia Historical Society, 
took the chair, and papers were 
read by Colonel ‘Alexander Fraser, 
LL.D., “The Royal Charter of Bir 
William Alexander”; Dr, J. Murray 
Clark, K.C., “The Relations of the 
British Dominion of Virginia with 
the Dominions of Canada”; Dr. 
Charles Morse, DCL, KOC. on 
“The Courts and the Common- 
wealth”; and John Irvin; K.C., on “A 
Philosophic Examination of the Spirit 
of Nova Scotia's First Criminal Laws." 


Captain A. J. Currie, who has been 
in charge of the motor vessel, “Lady 
Mackworth,” of the Alberta & Arctic 
Transportation Company's fleet, bas 
returned to Edmonton from the north 
over the Great Waterways, having 
laid his ship up for the winter at Fort 
Smith. 

During the summer ‘the “Lady 
Mavckworth” trafficked on the Macken- 
zie River as far north as Fort Me- 
Pherson, and also made several voy: 
ages up the little known Liard River, 
with supplies for the Lamson-Hubbard 
posts at Fort Liard and Fort Nelson. 


Navigation on the Liard and Nelson 
Rivers has in years past been con- 
fined solely to the H.B. Co. boats; the 
water in plaees is bad, and there are 
no guiding marks, despite whiefi how- 
ere my “Lady Mackworth” ran the 
streams without trouble. 

Fort Nelson is 110 miles up the riv- 
er of the same name and is possibly 
one of the loneliest places on the Am- 
erican continent. But for the*yearly 
advent of the steamers in the summer 
time—one trip per annum—there is 
no other communication with the out- 
side world, except an occasional mail 
which comes in by dog team in the 
winter. The Nelson is as large a 
stream as the Peace, and runs through 
a partially timbered plain. -There is 
much fine spruce timber to “be seen, 
says Captain Currie; the Jand is level, 
and with a good soil is suitable for 
agriculture. » it is not all timber, be- 
ing the usual admixture of spruce, 
second growth poplar, sloughs and 
some open prairies. 

The gardens at the posts make a 
better showing than do those on the 
Mackenzie, all the usual garden vege- 
tables are raised in profusion, and the 
whole country is alive with wild ber- 
Ties of all kinds. In general the 
country exhibits the characteristics of 
the Peace River territory, and trap- 
pers report that there are large areas 
of arable prairie back from the rivers. 

From the mouth of the Nelson to 
Fort Liard there are no high river 
‘banks, and the country generally has 
the appearance of delta land, but the 
‘Nelson runs im a deeper-trough than 
the larger stream. There are rather 
bad rapids on the Liard, 20 miles 
above Fort Simpson at the junction of 
this river with the Mackenzie. These 
extend for about eight or ten miles, 
and the water is very shallow, but the 
“Lady Mackworth” was able to get up 
under her own power. 

At the two posits there is “nothing 
excepting the stores of the Hudson's 
Bay and the Lamson-Hubbard Com 
-panies, in addition to the mission sta- 
tions, as the Sicanni Indians, who are 
the aborigifiels, believe in the simple 
life and do not indulge in either 
houses, tents or teepees. As a gen- 
eral rule they erect some _ teepee 
poles and cover these with brush, 
which is about the most modern 
style of architecture they indulge in. 
No sign of human habitation of any 
kind, outside the post buildings, is to 
be seen along the Liard. 

At Fort Liard, the R.C. missionaries 
are now erecting a very fine mission 


hall, all of which is being hand-made. - 


The logs are whip-sawn in the bush 
info boards and then hauled out to the 
site to be erected, In addition to the 
fur traders and the missionaries, 
there are about 15 or 2@-prospectors 
in the country, many of whom are try- 
ing out the bars on the Nahanni, 
When coming down stream in August 
the “Lady Mackworth” met Messrs. 
La Flair and Mackie, in the vicinity 
of the Bluebell River, tracking their 
scows upstreams by means of the old 
fashioned tump lines. Mr. La Fiair 
has been in the Nahanni country for 
the -past -five years, and is of the 
opinion that it will be recognized be- 
fore long as one of the richest min- 
eral areas in the northwest. 

During the past spring a number 
of travellers went into the north from 
the Peace River country yia the Nel- 
son and the Lard Rivers, and by 
utilizing the overland route to the 
Nelson were down at Norman some 
weeks before the steamer traffic 
reached the oj) well, due to the fact 
that the Mackenzie below Fort Simp- 
son is open earlier than the Great 
Slave Lake. At Fort Nelson, Captain 
Currie met A. M. Narraway, superin- 
tendent of surveys, under the charge 
of Duncan MacDonald, an old timer 
of the Dunvegan country,
